The article 
falsely charged that the NOI was deeply Involved in some 
International intrigue with NASSER of Egypt, CASTRO of Cuba 
and KHRUSHCHEV of Russia in a plot to win the mind of 
America's 20 million Negroes and use them In winning "the 
allegiance of the newly independent African nations.
